BOSTON GLOBE architecture

In these monthly design 
explorations hosted by Brian 
Healy AIA, leading architects, 
landscape architects, planners, 
educators and designers gather 
to discuss the current state of 
architecture. 

As architecture critic for the 
New York Times from 1963 to 
1982, Huxtable became a pioneer 
of contemporary architectural 
journalism, documenting the 
2oth century's architectural 
revolution and contributing to 


the preservation movement. She 
was awarded the first Pulitzer 
Prize for distinguished criti- 
cism in 1970 and is the author 
of several books, including On 
Architecture and Frank Lloyd 
Wright. 

A writer and architect, 
Campbell entered private prac- 
tice as an architect in 1975 and 
won the Pulitzer Prize for criti- 
cism in 1996. He has received the 
BSA’s Commonwealth Award 
and Award of Honor, the AIA’s 
Medal for Criticism, a Design 
Fellowship from the National 
Endowment for the Arts and 
a national Alfred L. duPont- 
Columbia University Award for 
his work on the “Beyond the Big 
Dig” television series.

A PROPOSAL TO CONVERT 
a 1920s Verizon building in 
Chinatown and the surrounding 
lot into workforce family hous- 
ing, ground-floor retail space 
and a branch of the Boston 
Public Library took top honors 
in the 2009 Affordable Housing 
Development Competition. 
Sponsored by the BSA, the 
Federal Home Loan Bank of 
Boston, ICON architecture, 
Citizens’ Housing and Planning 
Association and Kevin P. Martin 
& Associates, the competition 
brought together students and 
faculty from Boston-area uni- 
versities, nonprofit developers 
and mentors in the design and 
finance communities to develop 
innovative affordable-housing 
proposals. 
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Student team members 
Daniel Daou, Laura Delgado, 
Christopher Gaudet, Haley 
Heard, Samuel Lee, Aditi Mehta, 
Kristin Simonson and David 
Teng will split the $10,000 first- 
place award with their commu- 
nity development partner, the 
Asian Community Development 
Corporation. 

Kendra Halliwell of ICON 
architecture served as the 
team’s design mentor for the 
Chinatown Crossing plan, 
which included 63 market-rate 
lofts and one- and two-bedroom 
units that cross-subsidize 42 
affordable two- and three- 
bedroom units. The proposal 
also called for the creation 
of a northern gateway into 
Chinatown.

Jeffrey A. Simon, the state’s new 
director of infrastructure invest- 
ment, joined the BSA board of 
directors on April 9 to discuss 
the federal economic-stimulus 
money and its implications 

for architects and the building 
industry in Massachusetts. This 
is an edited transcript. 


THE AMERICAN RECOVERY 
AND REINVESTMENT ACT will 
put $787 billion to work nation- 
ally through a very complicated 
piece of legislation—about 600 
pages long, with every para- 
graph featuring a different 
program, funding source, distri- 
bution model and set of funding 
requirements. 

Over the last couple of 
years, Governor Patrick and 
Massachusetts legislators 
have developed initiatives 
that align extremely well with 
the priorities in the federal 
economic-stimulus legislation. 
When President Obama first an- 
nounced plans for the stimulus 
plan, Massachusetts leaders 
took additional steps—not only 
working with the Obama ad- 
ministration to craft the bill but 
also working locally to deter- 
mine where best to apply funds 
received by the state. 

In December, Governor 
Patrick set up 10 taskforces 
staffed by 275 volunteers (includ- 
ing many BSA leaders). These 
task forces advised the governor 
on infrastructure priorities and 
also served as the clearinghouse

for the shovel-ready projects 
submitted from more than 150 
Massachusetts cities and towns. 
At the time, we anticipated 
that the stimulus plan would 
distribute broad blocks of funds 
to governors nationwide that 
they, in turn, could use for the 
priorities of their states. During 
the legislative process, it was 
determined that most of the 
funds would be distributed 
through existing programs. 
Unfortunately, many of the 
projects that the task forces 
identified don’t qualify under 
the legislation as it was en- 
acted. Nearly all the set-asides 
for vertical construction were 
eliminated—resulting in virtu- 
ally no funding for building new 
schools, town halls, fire stations 
or municipal buildings. There is 
only $210 million for the entire 
country for fire stations. 

We estimate that Massa- 
chusetts will receive $8.7 billion 
in stimulus funds. The exact 
amount depends on several 
factors, including how much 
competitive grant money we'll 
receive and the yet-to-be final- 
ized federal agency guidelines. 

The biggest pool of money 
coming to Massachusetts is in 
the safety-net category: un- 
employment insurance, food 
stamps and other programs 
and services that assist people 
in need of transitional help. In 
addition, funds for education 
are coming to the state through 
existing formulas.

Quite a bit 
of the stimulus 
money is being 
distributed 
on a competi- 
tive grant 
basis. This is 
an area where 
we think 
Massachusetts 
will do ex- 
tremely well, 
thanks to the 
large number 
of technol- 
ogy, research 
institutions 
and nonprofits 
in the state. 
Although the 
grant funding 
will not come through the state 
(it goes directly to those institu- 
tions), we are working hard with 
grant applicants to ensure that 
as much funding as possible 
comes to Massachusetts. 

A whole section of the 
legislation focuses on tax provi- 
sions, including two kinds of 
municipal bond provisions that 
are very important in the next 
phase of the recovery bill—and 
to architects and the building 
industry. 

The federal government will 
require states that don’t meet 
the legislation’s 120-day “use it 
or lose it” requirement to return 
the funds and will distribute 
those funds to other states that 
are effectively implementing 
stimulus projects. Governor

Patrick and everyone involved 
in this program are committed 
to keeping Massachusetts on the 
receiving, not giving, end of that 
formula. 

We've reorganized much 
of the way state government 
functions to take advantage of 
the federal legislation, including 
revising the procurement pro- 
cess to make it more efficient— 
with no loss of accountability or 
oversight—and the governor has 
been quick to file legislation that 
supports these changes. 

In addition, the federal 
government and the state have 
established strict and unprec- 
edented requirements for trans- 
parency and I encourage you to 
track our progress at recovery.
